He  asked  lus  atidienrr  not  to  rIvp 
too  much  coii-Mderai  ion  to  any  re- 
port's thry  heard  that  the  Ctiinese 
had  been  exploited  and  Opprwsed 
by  the  Westerners.

The  Chinese  did  not  like  forelgn- 
rns,  and  if  asked  it  Ihev  liked  the 
Hrltish  thev  an.swered  n'-iratively 
But  if  asked  what,  national.s  they 
preferred  to  do  business  with,  the 
invariable  reply  was  with  the  Brit- 
ish. Mr.  Bompas  said  he  believed

'WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  LAWS 


Compensation  for  industrial  accidents  wa<  estab- 
lished in  Germany  by  law  in  1884,  and  in  Austria  m 
\M7.  followed  by.  Norway  in  1694.  In  the  earlier 
years  of  the  present  century  the  compensation  for  the 
injured  workman  in  Luro|>r  and  throughout  the  world 
made  rapid 'and  continuous  progress  in  l^slative 

action  for  several  years.  No,  subjert  of  labor  lej? 
islation  has  ever  so  speedily  progressed  or  gained  so 
hearty  co-o|)eration  in  the  same  brief  period.  In  the 
I'nited  States,  however,  the  movement  for  legislative 
compensation  during  the  lust  decade  moved  slowly.
